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PREFAC3 

Africa  has  been  a  fast  changing  continent,  especially  over  the 
past  thirty  years.  Shifts  in  government,  political  boundaries, 
and  even  names  of  political  areas  have  been  difficult  to  follovr. 
But,  changes  in  economic  and  social  development  have  been  equally 
volatile.  Tliis  bibliography  does  not  pretend  to  be  all  inclusive, 
but  it  is  an  attempt  to  bring  to  one  place,  for  the  planner,  books 
and  journal  articles  reasonably  available,  plus  some  publications 
of  limited  circulation. 

The  references  are  arranged  by  coiintry  alphabetically.  IJhen 
the  material  covers  a  former  colony  uhich  is  now  more  than  one  in- 
dependent nation,  such  as  East  Africa,  it  is  placed  under  the  name 
of  the  former  colonj'-.  if  the  writing  covers  a  specific  area  vriLth- 
in  a  present  country  it  is  placed  under  that  present  country  even 
if  the  name  has  been  changed,  or  it  was  formerly  part  of  a  larger 
colony.  Zambia  is  an  illustration.  Tanganyika  and  Tanzania  illu- 
strate shifting  political  boundaries  and  governments  which  could 
only  be  referenced  by  using  those  nationality  names.  V'hen  a  ref- 
erence covers  tvjo  or  more  covintries,  which  were  not  portions  of 
the  same  former  colony,  or  is  applicable  to  a  large  number  of  the 
countries  included,  it  is  placed  under  the  heading  General  Items. 
No  duplicate  listings,  or  cross  referencing  is  intended. 

The  word  development  is  used  rather  broadly.  It  includes 
plans,  data,  and  organizations  related  to  the  physical  and  econo- 
mic development  of  the  country.  It  does  not  include  many  interes- 
ting vjritings  which  have  only  peripheral  practical  value  to  the 
planner,  such  as  liistories,  travelogues,  general  geographies,  spec- 
ific ethnic  and  cultural  studies,  general  law,  and  general  govern- 
ment treatises.
